Lindjord took this occasion to ask if I would 
check on the accuracy of a statement which they were planning to use in 
Senator Jackson's remarks to the effect that Soviet military personnel were 
present in both Egypt and Syria. I told Lindjord that I was quite sure this 
was accurate but I would check and be back in touch with him. 
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
